separated as a definite subfamily, as here distinguished . —

Amongst the European Ajleocbakik^, where the same 
species has been described by different anthors considerable 
discrepancy is often found in the comparison of the relative 
length and breadth of the thorax, this, apparently, havmg 
been estabhshed by the eye alone ; the measurements given 
m this volume were made with a micrometer scale.
